Editor Chicago Field:—I believe no extended description of 
tills famous lake has ever appeared In any of our sporting jour¬ 
nals, and Inasmuch as the season is just at hand when duck shoot¬ 
ing there Is at Its best, a sketch of Koshkonong and Its hunter’s 
resorts may be of Interest to sportsmen uncertain as yet where 
they will do their Fall shooting. 1 

Koshkonong may be reached In several.ways, but the best route 
for a stranger Is via Fort Atkinson, a station on the Wisconsin 
division of the C. <& N. W. R. R., 110 miles from Chicago. From 
that point one can obtain a livery to his destination. But a much 
pleasanter way Is to put a boat In the river there, and follow Its 
windings down to the lake. Let us take that course. Pulling 
down the river, after leaving Fort Atkinson, we pass mile after 
mile through low.marshy meadows, the scenery being monotonous 
in the extreme; but this will not be noticed by us, for we are eu- 
gaged lu watching for a shot at the ducks, constantly starting 
from the river’s reedy edge. The miles slip under the boat al¬ 
most unheeded until, when five of them are passed, we come to 
a growth of timber on the west side of the river, In the edge of 
which stands Duane Starln’s house, the first stopping place for 
hunters we have reached. One who puts up here will be heartily 
welcomed by Duane, and made comfortable by his mother and 
s ster. The house Is newly built, large, and roomy. Probably 
the best about Koshkonong. Starln has boats and decoys for his 
guests, & tine qua non for hunters, and his bouse Is convenient to 
tbe beet shooting grounds.

Leaving the club house behind as we row along between wooded 
banks, until half a mile below, the river seems to come to a sud¬ 
den end, with nothing In view but rushes and wild rice.

Chicago Jockey autl Trotting Club Inaugural Meeting, 

FIRST DAY— Oct. 8. 

The officers and members of the Chicago Jockey and Trotting Club 
have much reason for pride snd congratulation over the splendid sue* 
cess which has thus far atteuded lbs tnangnral meeting, and owners 
and trainers have also reason to be glad that there Is a strong hold on 
the liberal and moat Intelligent of Chicago's people in favor of the 
turf. Bnt ninety days ago the subject of a uew track was mooted, and 
to-day the metropolis of the Northwest may lay claim to a racing Insti¬ 
tution which. In lta architectural structure aud stability will vie with 
success with those of her elater cities. 

The management wsb incomparably good, a fact In bold contrast 
with that of other meetings which we have attended In this city, and 
the accommodations were all that could have been expected, aud all 
were delighted with the sport, for In the main It was very dne. The 
promptness aqd efficiency of the judges undoubtedly gave confidence 
to those In attendance, for their rulings were just and wlee, and they 
enforced them promptly and with decided flrmueee, and such a coarse 
will make trotting once more popular In Chicago. This was well ex¬ 
emplified in the 4:40 class race In which an effort was made to "throw 
off or pull." ___ 

The park presented a brilliant spectacle; at least 5,000 persons 
passed through the gates; and It may he questioned whether there ever 
was a finer gathering In and about the grounds of a Chicago course, 
the club bouse aud grand stands being well occupied by ladies and gen 
tlemen. The day was cool and pleasant, with a brllliautearty son; hut 
about four o'clock u atlff southwest wind blew a gale across the atrelch, 
with a alight shower Interfering seriously withlhe lime made. 

There were two events on the programme, the first for the 4:40 clues 
and the other for 2:40 class horses, both of which remained unfinished 
and were postponed until the next day after four heals lu each had been 
trotted. The former bad originally nine entrtss, of which six came 
forward. These were S. J. Morgan a brown Bullion Star Duroc; IIlick 
Brothers' grey mare. Golden Girl; James Wilson’s grey mare Jennie 
C.; Frank Fox's bay gelding Frank; J. H. Young's grey gelding John 
J. Cook; and Frank Van Ness’ brown stallion Tekoneba, The belling 
irevlous to the race was $16 for Jennie C., and $20 for the field. The 
jorsee were sent off to a good start on the eighth ecorlng. At the 

? iuarter-pole John J. Cook drew oat from the rack, the Duroc stallion 
ollowlng closely with Jennie C. a good third, the others strung ont.

Editor Chicago Field :—I was pleased to learn the correct 

name of our “pilot-fish,’’of which I gave you an account, and 

promised specimens some weeks ago, from Dr. Gill, our very 
highest authority, and was Interested in noting how the Doctor 
verified your predictions as to the genus of this fish which, It 
seemed to me, you had slight grounds to base them upon. 

I wish more partlculsrly to say something about fishing for 
trout with a worm, and will begin by saying that I learned to 
catch them so when a boy, which Is a long time ago, and iny 
attachment to it has been Buch that If others please to call me an 
“old fogy” they may doso, with the understanding that it will not 
affect my caBe in any way, for while I am willing to allow others 
to use the daintiest of McBride fllos and to turn up their uoseei at 
the “vulgar worm,” I claim the right to fish In the manner that 
affords me the moBt sport, and that lewlth a worm. 

Few angling authors, of late, say much about worm-fishing, 
forgetting that It was the delight of Isaac Walton, whose memory 
they affect to revere, and whom they now must include In all 
the reproaches that they are pleased to heap upon the heads of 
those who soil their fingers with the "nasty things. ’ E ^ en Dr ' 
Bethune In bis revised edition of Walton says: Our hands have 
long been washed of the filthy things," thus arrogating to hlmseir 
a superiority to his master. 

I have felt emboldened to write this by seeing an article in the 
London Country which tells my story in so much better style than 
I am capable of, that I enclose it and ask you to reproduce it for 
the benefit of other "old fogies” like myself who still cling to 
our youthful Idols, and who, while accepting all the Improved 
rods, reelB, and tackle generally, are not willing to admit that the 
fly affordB more sport than the worm, If tbe latter Is properly 
handled. I doubt not there are many such who read your Inter¬ 
esting paper who are of my opinion, but the fly-fishers so out¬ 
number us that we have not had the courage to defend ourselves.

Editor Chicago Field ADgUng, as a means of obtaining 
a supply of animal food for man from the rivers, lakes and seas, t 
Is said to be an art so old that the knowledge of man In history v 
goeth not to the contrary. But at this time, and especially with i 
men of complete leisure, It has become almost a science. Fish- s 
lug Is not at all a favorite sport or recreation with me, and yet t 
an experience of ten days with Judge Hough, Gen. Ewing and « 
Mr. Woodson, of Kansas City, three scientific anglers, receiving « 
dally lessons, objective and subjective, In all Ua subdivisions of 
variety of bait and tackle, the measured, neatly tapered aud well 1 
balanced rod, tbe mode and manner of taking the fish with tbe ; 
delicate tackle, by playing and reeling to the right and left, until < 
quieted with exhaustion, I am almost ready to conclude that 
angling is Indeed a science. While Mr. Read, of Kansas City, ] 
and myself were novices aud could not display the artistic, not i 
to say scientific, skill of the adepts of our party, yet we landed 1 
many of the bass family and a few cats and a gar or two, and 
enjoyed It greatly, while Mr. Woodson, Gen. Ewing and Judge I 
Hough displayed a diligence, skill aud fondness for the sport 
amounting to a passion. From the Atlantic to the Pacific I have 
seen many boasted streams for fish and fishing, of nearly all the 
different families, from the angler’s favorite to the mud cat, and 
only a few days bIucc returned from a short visit to the northern 
lakeB, where fishing is not only a trade but livelihood, and I 
claim that I am not saying too much for Missouri, aud especially 
the waters of the Gasconade and Big Plney rivers, when I say 
they to-day furnish the finest augling on the continent. Our 
party consisted of live who fished, and an oarsman and boat for 
each, who furnished halt and halted and took care of the fish, 
and In eight days we took three hundred and fifteen bass, besides 
a few of other varieties. A more delightful and successful fishing 
place 1 never saw, and to gentlemen of leisure, seeking that kind 
of sport and recreation, I would say unhesitatingly, go to the Big 
Plney and Gasconade. You may not find so great a variety as 
In some other regions, yet tho sportsman’s favorite abounds In 
great numbers, the boss family, which doubtless affords the 
scientific angler the greatest sport and la the moBt sought after by 
tho western skillful fisherman, especially, and Indeed, one will 
not nod between strikes. They will strike at the spoon or artifi¬ 
cial fly as quickly as the trout, and are quite as game and delicious 
In these pure, limped streams, fed by the most magnificent 
springs, bursting from the foot of inouutatn-like cliffs, shutting 
It In on every side, and I am Inclined to tbe opinion that some 
day it may be made the home of the trout family. I see no 
reason why It should not. 

As I said, our party was composed of five; three anglers and 
two fishermen; tbe difference being that the one Is thorou hly 
versed in all that pertains to the species, the habits and appetites 
of each family and order, and how best to take them; while the 
other was primeval, and had been educated to the paw-paw pole 
and malu strength style of landing all kinds of fish. But after a 
lesson or two from a half-dozen voices, In every key of the 
1 gamut, with now and then an Interlude of Imprecation amount¬ 
ing almost to “cuBsin’,” “to play him," “don’t pull him,” “give 
1 him line,” “reel him,” "keep his head up stream," etc., etc., 
Read and ceased to land them overhead in tbe brush, and we 
" began to play ours quite artistically. 

We camped out In tents for eight nights, commencing at Pitt¬ 
man’s mill on the Big Plney, and at all the historic points along 
that river aud the Gasconade, for about thirty miles on. At our 
t first camp was the Bushwacker'e Bluff, taking Its name from the 
, fact, as told me by my oarsman, who was In tho Federal chase 
3 after him, that a bushwacker Jumped over there, about three 
f hundred feet, rather than be captured; the Jump crushing him 
Into a Jelly. Then Turkey Neck Bend, from the resemblance to 
the neck of that bird. Then Auger Bend, from the auger-llke 
f gyrations of the water of the Plney. Then Raccoon shoal, from 

I the sign of this highly-valued animal by the “Anaraglans,” of 
• Pulaski county, for It* fur. Then come* one of tbe mo*t attrac- 

II tlve and quiet portion* of the river, “Possum Eddy,” where the 


river Is wide and on each side a pawpaw bottom, perfamed with 
this delicious western fruit, and where all the sweet sounds of 
nature are to be heard from the murmur of the stream to the 
hoot of the large night owl, to the chilly cry of the screech owl, 
and couslnlng song of the friendly mosquito, who was very mod¬ 
erate tn his demands, except one night when It rained, and there 
It seemed that the whole family of Pulaski, raided us, until we 
could not sleep, except Judge Hough whose conscience and skin 
seemed peculiarly Bulted to the occasion; so while he slept and 
the mosquito feasted, Genl. Ewing, less fortunate tn his organi¬ 
zation, had to fight for existence, when at once he exclaimed to 
me that he had a Globe-Democrat, and that he had never discov¬ 
ered any utility lu It, but concluded It might serve us In this 
muaquito conflict. I got the Urge tin cup that was every night 
placed on the water bucket, just In front of the tent, In which wc 
placed the Globe and set fire to it, giving the muaqultoes a com¬ 
plete rout, and then we went to sleep; falling to throw out the 
ashea of the Globe, we set the cup back, and Judge Hough becom¬ 
ing thirsty, got up and took a drink of water, thoroughly mixed 
with the asheB, which proved good for thirst and acidity of 
stomach, so the General concluded he had made tho discovery 
that the Globe was good for musquitoes, and dyspepsia, and per¬ 
haps may give a certificate to that effect. 

The next day we passed Buzzard Roost, so called from all the 
buzzards spending their nights there, and camped at the three 
Islands, near Goat Bluff,where, it Is said, for twenty years a fam¬ 
ily of goats wintered, and until killed by the soldiers during the 
war. These goats were banished by Mrs. Harrison, the mother 
of Hon. Thos. Harrison, who lives at Arlington, on account of 
their depredations on her farm, she had them sent to this bluff to 
get rid of them. 

Just here the frumenti became Bhort, and Gen. Ewing and I, 
rather than put up with half rations of this life-giving juice, left 
them for a day, and went to Jerome, and waited until the fleet 
came up with tbe fish, and balance of the company, when we 
started on the A. P. R. R. home- 9. W- 

Tlie Fish Display at Chicago. 

We have refrained from saying much about this exhibition, for 
the reason that «Mr. H. W. Weleher, the able superintendent, has 
had so many difficulties to overcome that it has taken time to get 
It Into creditable shape. He has done this now, however, and we 
regret that the Inter-State Industrial Exposition docs not con¬ 
tinue long enough for him to reap the benefit of his labors. 

It Is a most discouraging thing for one who thoroughly under¬ 
stands his business, as Mr. Weleher does, to have to undertake to 
get up a display of this kind and be limited In the time of begin- 

nl We* speak by the card when we say that he should have been 
allowed several months for preparation, but the managers of ex¬ 
hibitions always want a fish display, and don’t Bee why the tanks 
cannot be put up, the water put tn, and then on the day of 
opening introduce the fish just as you would au exhibition of 
birds or aDlmalB. 

Now (Oct. 1) Mr. WelBher has a fine display; It occupies a 
position in the centre of the building around a fountain of fifty- 
feet in diameter. The aquaria are of various Blzes and patterns, 
from rectangular tanks of six feet In length to smaller octagons, 
vases, globes, etc., some sixty In number. 

■ The difficulties which he has met with may be imagined from 
the fact that his salmonldte will not live In tho flowing lake 
' water, the temperature being too high. He Is therefore forced to 
i use Ice and to depend upon acratlou by the use of dippers, night

Jerome, superintendent Michigan 
J fisheries, sends from the state ponds under his charge at Niles, 
a very fine plump grayling, but the light in the building and white 
e gravel bottom have temporarily bleached them; still their graceful 
t form causes them to be much admired.

BOO. 

Any puppy taken to hand by me was never Interfered with by 
the keeper, nor did I ever take his. 

The same system (with the necessary modifications) was pur¬ 
sued with beagles, over which we shot most of our pheasants, 
and assuredly there were always lu my father’s kennels the finest 
dog! for killing game to (though others might be higher bred) 
that I have ever seen; and by It 1 have had dogs taken lu hand 
In the middle of .June in perfect order by the 1st of September. 

My system was one of rewards, not punishmeuts. I never took 
a pup for Ida quarter hour training w.thout having with me some 
pudding, liver, or something good to reward obedience and well¬ 
doing. These were profuse at first, and gradually diminished; 
my weapons of coercion s tnply two or three suckers from nut 
bushes, a foot or 18 Inches long, and the size of the stem of a 
tobacco pipe, and it was very seldom that I broke one; Indeed, I 
never remember thrashing a dog severely but once, and that was 
a brute of au Irish setter, out and out the handsomest dog I ever 
saw, but the most thoroughly worthless aud savage He had a 
nasty trick of going at the throat of any one who attempted to 
corrut him; and haviDg tried this little game with me one 
day, I took him back to his kennel, about 8x6 feet, went into 
him with a sack over my left arm, and the heaviest dog-wblp the 
keeper’s lodge afforded, and having Bhut 1m out of the sleeping 
birth, proceeded to have it out with him, and after about a half- 
hour’s stand-up fight between us he was obliged to give In and 
He down and howl. I need hardly say he did not afterwards try 
the experiment of flying at me, but he was never worth his salt, 
and we had to get rid of him. 

What professional breakers of the present day are, I know Dot, 
but at the time I am speaking of, some forty years or so ago,they 
were breakers with a vengeance, and I believe ruined half tbe 
dogs that went into their hands by their senseless aud useless 
brutality.” _ 

Diseases of Dogs. 

BT DI. a, B. BUZZARD, M.H.O.V.S.L. 

One of the most useful and by far the most sagacious of all 
our domestic animals, Is the dog, being the constant companion 
and friend of man. There are many varieties and breeds of these 
animals, most of which are particularly useful In their several 
capacities. It would be difficult to Bay what, properly speaking, 
is the primitive source of these animals. The diseases also to 
which they are liable arc numerous, and a great many of them 
very difficult to cure. It is peculiarly necessary (especially in the 
case of a valuable dog) that the best medical advice obtainable 
should be sought for, as in their Instance, with the manifold com¬ 
plaints and diseases to which they are subject, none but the most 
experienced bands should be employed, as a prescription pre¬ 
scribed by a party with lack of thorough knowledge in veterinary 
matters, Is frequently the cause of worse results than the disease 

itself. , 

Many curious anecdotes are related of these animals, showing 
that they rank higher than any other in the scale of intelligence, 
man alone excepted. 

With respect to the bringing np of these animals, it la better 
In every way to have pure races than races which are bastard and 
mixed, which are in general weaker and metre subject to disease, 
In consequence of their greater propensity to sexual desire. 
Hence a bitch of good breed, on getLlng into heat, must be kept 
confined, and it Is necessary, If we would propagate the species, 
to look out for a dog of her own breed. It is well known that 
the heat is Indicated In the bitch by her seeking for males; this 
makes her quit the house, even though contrary to her habit; the 
genital parts swell, and secrete a reddish liquid. 

Gestation lasts nine weeks. During this period It is necessary 
to feed the animal better, and to treat it more kindly than at any 
other time. Bltchgs of a good breed have In general several 
pups at a time; they should not all be left with them, because 
they could not thrive, and the mother would suffer. Three at 
the utmost are sufficient if Bhe be small, and five if otherwise. 
Moreover, less is left with her, If it be the first birth; the strong¬ 
est should be selected for keeping. After a few weeks there 
should be placed near the young puppieB a vessel containing warm 
milk, which they are to drink as they please, but the milk Bhould 
be renewed often, that it may not become sour. After a time It 
should be given to them cold, and when the animals have ac¬ 
quired a little strength, add some crumbs of bread, for tbe pur¬ 
pose of weaning them as soon as possible. As soon as they get 
their teeth, bones, meat, etc., are to be presented to them. The 
mode of feeding a dog should be regulated according to the pur¬ 
pose for which It is brought up, for the lap-dog requires to be 
brought up differently frogi the mastiff, and the latter differently 
from the sporting dog, or the shepherd’s dog. 

Though the canine species are carnivorous, and in the wild 
state live only on flesh, such food is not altogether fit for them 
in tbe domestic state, when it would occasion a variety of dis¬ 
eases. In general it may be laid down as a rule that the dog re¬ 
quires lees animal food the less he la exercised In the open air. 
Besldesreveryone knows that he may be accustomed to any sort 
of food. Thus In the north be lives exclusively on fish, and In 
the South Sea Islands be scarcely eats anything but vegeubles. 
The best diet for him In our country i6 a mixture of vegetable 
and animal substances In tbe proportion of four to one. Tainted 
meat Is less injurious than fat, and more especially spices. The 
quantity of food varies according to the size of tbe dog, the labor 
he performs, and the season. The mastiff requires less than the 
sporting dog, and both should receive less during Summer than 
in Winter. It is useful to regulate the hours of meals, especi¬ 
ally when the dog la made to work; two meals a day are sufficient. 
The hound and shooting dogs should receive but little food in tbe 
morning before working, because repletion of stomach makes 
them idle. The best time for eating is in the evening on return¬ 
ing from hunting. We never should give the dog hla food in a 
hot state. Tbe best plan is to give it to him In a wooden 
trough or earthen vessel, which is to be washed every time it la 
used. Nor should we give him more food than he can take Bt a 
time; it Is a very bad habit, nay, llabie to render the dog un¬ 
healthy, to be always adding fresh food to that left at the pre¬ 
ceding meal. As the Datnre of the animal Inclines it to drink 
much, It never should be left without a supply of good water, 
more especially when it Is kept shut up, as such a thing might 
predispose him to disease. Drinking does not injure It when 


heated, no more than cold bathing, tor dogs do not perspire 
through the akin, but by the tongue, The kennel ought to be 
cool in Summer and warm lu Winter; neither should the animal 
lie down ou tbe damp ground, nor on the pavement, nor should 
he remain exposed for the night to the inclemency of the weather. 
The litter should be dry and clean, and the place he sleeps In 
should be sufficiently spacious to allow him to have shade in 
Bummer and sun in Winter. It should also be raised a little 
above the ground, and not on a level with It. The bed, hay or 
straw, should be frequently changed to prevent vermin from col¬ 
lecting. The dog likes cleanliness very much, and he is easily 
accustomed to it A clay soil has been considered the best for 
building a kennel upon. Exercise in the open air la absolutely 
necessary for the preservation of health. Yard dogs should be 
set at liberty sometimes,and lap-dogs should be taken out to walk 
from time to time. 

The venereal appetite requires great attention, for Its too 
great excitement and Don-gratiflcatlon are one of the chief causes 
of the development of spontaneous rabies. The dog is heated 
only when he approaches a bitch In heat, and for this reason tbe 
police regulations should prevent the bitches, when in heat, from 
straying about, one alone being sufficient to set in motion all the 
males of a district. The bitch being In heat, a male Is procured 
for her, or her passion Is cooled by supplying her with less nutri¬ 
tious food, procuring water for her to drink in sufficient quantity, 
and perhaps giving a little cooling medicine.

The Dog Dens of London. 

It seems passing strange that a city whose sanitary arrange¬ 
ments are so good and so carefully watched over—a city In this 
respect superior to any other in the world—I say It seems strange 
(taking Into consideration the Immense good achieved both lu a 
sanitary and moral point of view by our authorities), that such 
abomnlable places are permitted to exist In our midst. Let us 
just compare one of these hot-beds of disease, engendered by 
filth, overcrowding, and the abomnlable, disgusting food supplied 
to the unfortunate creatures confined In such places, with the 
condition of the common lodging-houses—and be it understood, 

' we personally visited three such places !d the company of a police 
officer, so as we might be able to Judge from personal inspection 
the difference, if any, existing between the two “lodgings" or 
“homes.” We found In the case of the common lodging-houses, 
that sufficient space was allotted to each bed, that the Inmates 
had to turn out at a certain hour in the morning, that every win¬ 
dow in the house had to be thrown open to admit fresh air, and 
the rooms thoroughly swept and kept clean, all this under police 
supervision. 

Now, some may say thlB is all right and proper, but you are 
surely not going to compare human beings to dogs! No, I am 
not, though I well know that there are many “brutes” superior 
to some of the human race, and that, too, in every virtue; but 
but why I have made tbe comparison is to show that If all lodging- 
houses can be kept In proper order through police supervision, 
why should not the same rule apply to those abominable sinks? 
Could not every place where dogs are kept be licensed, and only 
a certain fixed number (according to tbe extent of the place) 
allowed and should not the owners or persons in charge be com¬ 
pelled to have such place properly ventilated, aud the dogs taken 
out for some time every morning? This Is simply a matter of 
police, and any M.P. wbo bad the well-being of animals at heart, 
might suggest to the secretary of state tbe desirability of Issuing 
such orders to the police and tbe city authorities, requesting to 
know the number of dog dens and the number of dogs detained 
therein at any given date; also to state the size of such places, 
and I am certain, from the inspection I have myself made, that 
Englishmen would hear a tale that would fill them with amaze¬ 
ment and disgust, and steps would very 60 ou be taken to abolish 
one of tbe grossest cruelties ever practiced towards man’s “best 
friend." 

There are lots of humanitarians, and no lack of persona to 
raise a hue and cry about the poor, tbe fallen, and the outcast; 
but alas! how few, even in this doggy land, will raise a voice in 
favor of our poor friends—the dogs who are prisoners lu 
these dens. Will Doone take up the cudgels In their behalf 
among all the sporting gentlemen in England, many of whom sit 
in the House of Commons, and from their position could com¬ 
mand that respect from the home secretary that would not be 
accorded to an outsider like myself! Had 1 the pen of a ready 
writer, and the permission of our editor, I should not cease agi¬ 
tating this question till I saw a very great change brought about 
In these dingy receptacles, or rather dog prisons. I shall now 
proceed to give two or three Instances of what I have seen: No. 
I. A house or shop, in which two ordinary men could stretch 
themselves together—that is to say, five feet wide and five feet 
ten inches in length. It contained fourteen dogs of different 
sizes, confined in cages in which they could not turn themselves, 
the usual sawdust to absorb any wet, and the stench horrible— 
query, is this cruelty ? No. 2. A room 6 feet by 6 feet 6 Inches, In 
the window six dogs accompanied in two cases by two cat*, on 
the floor five dogs; and, let me remark, the sun was shining 
brightly on the window, and the poor dogs (w tbout a drop of 
water) lying like dead. Is this less cruel, Mr. Colam, than 
swan marking? No. 3. Several dogB, pigeons, rabbits and poul¬ 
try, outside door, Inside five dogs in the usual style of hutch or 
cage, dimensions of place four feet by four. Now, bear In mind, 
all these hang outside during the day, and inside all night. 
What sort of air do they breathe? and would it be considered 
wholesome for a neighborhood to Inhale it? 

I have only given three out of many instances; but perhaps 
the best plan will be next time to give the names of the places 
and the names of the owners. We do not know what number of 
stolen doge might be concealed on such premises, for they are 
not publicly exhibited, except you are known or have proper in¬ 
troduction. Now, does such a state of things call for police or 
sanitary inspectors’ interference? I say it does; and 1 trust to 
find you flooded (so to apeak) with letters on this subject from 
more than— Strathboois in Live Mock Journal and Fanciers' 
Gazette. __ 

The Dandle Dtuinont. 

Permit me to place before tbe readers of the Journal the points 
and characteristics of a Dandle Dlnmont terrier of tbe pure Hin- 
dlee breed, in which many doubtless take an Interest. 

Head.—Large and long, with very strong Jaws and teeth, which 
are quite level. The head of the bitch generally smaller than that 
of the dog. 

Ears.—From three to four inches long. They should not be 
round and broad like the hound, but something In shape like the 
almond or filbert. No doubt the close-lying ears look the best, 
but it is not essential that either one or both ears should lie flat. 
Many of the besbbred Dandles I have seen, when they were much 
brore numerous on the Borders, carried one or both ears some¬ 
what up, and I never met with the peculiarity in any but a 
thoroughly game animal. Like Sir Walter Scott, T prefer the 
l small triangular ear, whether it He flat or not, provided It be set 
properly on to lie well back, so as to be as far as possible out of 


the way of punishment in battle, when closing with otter or 
badger. 

Nose.—A fleab-colored nose iu a reddish-colored Dandle Is not 
objectionable, and does Dot In any way constitute him an Ille¬ 
gitimate member of tbe Dlmnont family, but I like black noses 
best for Dandles of every color. 

Eyes.—Full, bright, ^nd intelligent. The color varies much, 
but tbe “hazel” in all its shades I like best, aud the darker it Is, 
so as to appear almost black when In lu deepest hue, pleases my 
taste. 

Neck.—Well developed, and rather short. 

Body.—Long, with low shoulders, and the back slightly curved 
down behind them, with a corresponding arch of the loin. 

Legs.—Short, particularly in front, and turned out at tbe toes, 
with extraordinary strength of bone and muscle Id proportion to 
tbe animal's size. 

Tall.—Somewhat curved and carried over the back, with more 
or less feather, and almost none In some instances. 

Height.—From about 10 to 13 Inches at top of shoulder. 

Coat.—A mixture of bardlsb and soft short hair, with more or 
less of 6llky hair of a lighter color on the top of the head. The 
legs and feet partaking to a Blight extent of the same. 

Color.—Either reddish-brown or bluish-grey, or a combination 
of both, in which case part of the body and back Is blulah-grey, 
while the lege, and sometimes a large portion, if not the entire 
head, luslde of ears, chest, and underside of tail, fawD color. 

Weight.—From 13 to 22 pound-. 

Claws.—White claws I positively object to, as being proof of 
In-and-in breeding, though It is not proof in Itself of Impurity. 
Yellow claws are natural to reddish-brown and flaxen-colored 
Dandles, and are therefore not objectionable: while jet-black 
claws on those light-colored dogs are, like black eyes and black 
noses, by far the greatest beauty-spots of the Dandle Dinmont 
race.— James Armstrong, in Live Stock Journal.

The Protest of Friend. —Lake City, Minn.— Editor Chicago 
Field: —In your issue Oct. 5, in your editorial on the “Protest of 
Friend,” the following is found: "The ground of Mr. Jones’ 
protest is that she having been drawn, could not be entered again.

Mr. Stoddard stated to Mr. Lincoln at the time of the with¬ 
drawal, “And of course you keep the entrance money." This, 
after conversation about its being returned, which Mr. Lincoln 
said could not be done. 

It was notoriously known that she had been drawtt, and Mr. 
Jones entered his protest to her winning, both beore and after the 
All Aged Stakes were run. And I will say on the authority of 
the word of Mr. Sanborn and Mr. Waddington, that they knew 
that she had been drawn, but had no idea that she would gel 
placed. Had they thought she would, they would have objected 
before she ran; but now, as she had run, and got placed, they 
would say and do nothing against her. 

And to conclude, I will say for myself, when Mr. Morgan was 
called to put Friend down, also during the time she ran, and up 
to the time we arrived from camp (after the trials), into Sauk 
Center, I did not know that the dog handled and run by Mr. Mor¬ 
gan was the Friend that had been drawn by Mr. Stoddard (as in¬ 
formed by Mr. Lincoln at the time), until the matter was brought 
up there by Mr. Jones. Mr. Lincoln then and there did moBt 
emphatically state that ehe had been withdrawn, and that he had 
informed all, and had so marked it on the judge's papers (and 
which were found so marked upon investigation). 

I now call on Mr. Lincoln to state the facts, and if 1 am not 
correct, etc., in regard to this matter, “let us have the facts ”

The recollection of those southern 
dinners brings to mind many enjoyments participated in by the 
writer whilst living at the South, that from peculiar combinations 
can never be had again. The country had grown up wild, with 
Bcarce a vestige of former cultivation, and yet, the ruins of re¬ 
finement beneath the matted seines on many a deserted plan¬ 
tation, were reminders of refinement—lost, but not dead' and 
yet, may be, the nucleus from which may grow far better mate- 
rlal. Yet, that Is for the future. A better than the past Is not 
desired by those who lived, where the live oak blooms with its 
long festoons of moss, and where all nature seems to harmoDlxe 
with the Idea that Summer time Is a happy time, and Winter 
time Is death.

Tub LrKB Bird. —One of uature's singular aDd beautiful 
, freaks Is fouud embodied in the lyre-bird, an inhabitant of the 
mountains of Australia. It seems strange enough to find this 
, large bird classed with the wren family, those tiny warblers of 
English hedge-rows, but science pronounces them of similar con¬ 
struction, however different In appearance. The name of lyre- 
1 bird has been bestowed on account of the resemblance of the tall 
feathers of the male to an ancient lyre, hut the natives of Aua- 
i trails call It bullen-buUai, in Imitation of Its wild, shrill cry. 
Tbe color of Its plumage is rich rather than brilliant. Mostly of 
a dark brownish-gray, It Is brightened by red on the throat and 
the short feathers at the base of the tail. 

It Is very shy ln Its habits, choosing haunts among the thickly 
wooded cliffs, which are almost Inaccessible to the moat daring 
hunter. Its nest Is generally placed to the crotch of some tree 
very near the ground, as It is not a bird of Ioftly flight, and loves 
best to hide among the low undergrowth of the forest. Its nest 
Is roughly built of sticks and leaves, of a round form, with the 
entrance on one side, and seen from a little distance resembles a 
heap of forest rubbish tumbled together by chance; but inside 
nothing could exceed the softness and delicacy of the feather 
lining supplied by the mother bird. In this downy neat she de¬ 
posits one single egg of ashy gray spotted with brown. As she 
only nests once a year, It la natural that these birds should not 
be very numerous. They are generally found ln Isolated pairs, 
and the male jealously resents any Infringement upon his domain 
fighting with a good will any other suitor that may dare to cast 
eyes upon his lady. This jealousy Is often made use of by the 
natives to entrap the bird. They fasten a tail from some cap¬ 
tured bird upon the head, and concealing themselves in the 
bushes, move sufficiently to give a natural swaying motion to the 
feather-. When the male sees the appearance of a supposed 
rival, he advances, furious for battle, and falls an easy prey to 
the hunter. ire 

The lyre-bird might properly he called the Australian mocking¬ 
bird, for, besides Its own peculiar note, It Imitates the so ng of 
other birds, aud even human voices. A saw-mill was at one lime 
situated among the Australian mountains where these birds were 
known to have their haunts. On holidays, when tbe mill was 
stopped and all was still, from out the wild, unbroken forest 
came sounds of human laughter and singing, barking of dogs, 
even an Imitation of the rough, rasping noise of the saw, mingled 
with notes of all kinds of birds, and at intervals the sharp, shrill 
bullendrullen , which betrayed the lyre-bird as the Imitative singer. 
Efforts have been made to raise the young of the lyre-bird, but 
they Invariably droop and die after a few months of captivity.— 
Helen H. Coiiaut in Harper’s Magazine.

When he had been thoroughly exposed and forced to quit ‘ newspaper 
shooting," there comes from California a man who plays the same tone 
and the papers have been kind enough to give him plenty of advertis¬ 
ing on account of his free use of my name. Bat this man. Dr. Carver, 
is of as much account at putting up money as Mr. Paine. During my ab¬ 
sence iu England this man made many propositions, among them one, 
that he would match me for any sum, that he shooting with a Winches¬ 
ter rifle would break more glass halls than I with a shot-gun in eight 
hours; each to load and clean for himself. As soon as I landed In this 
country I went to the Clipper office to put up $1,000 for this match at 
$5,000 a side, but silence was all that could be got out of Carver. He 
also proposed four other matches for small stakes. I offered to bet him 
$ 2,000 to $ 1,000 in each match, and to give him $50 if he would put up 
$500 In the hands of the Clipper that same week. But when I asked 
where was hie money, Echo alone answered, "Where." 

These men were afraid of me; they had never earned any title to give 
them courage enough to meet me who held them all. 1 now get out of 
their way eo that they may earn a title if they can, and thne gain cour¬ 
age to meet me by and by. But I fear that they talk better than they 
shoot, and that when the time comes for the trial they will be as far 
away from honors and titles as when 1 stood In their way. Bat time 
will tell. 

1 want 

A WORTHT SUCCESSOR, 

aod to thle end am desirous that every first-class shot in the country 
should contend for the honor and the money. As I have eald before, I 
will offer a championship medal for pigeon Bbootlng on the first day, 
and a championship medal for glass hall shooting on the second day, 
and for a third day I will hang np a parse of $500 for a sweepstakes 
shoot, the rises to be half at glass balls and half at pigeons. $10 en¬ 
trance; purse to fill or prorate, and if over-filled the excess to be 
divided pro rata. .... 

I withdraw from contesting, not because I am afraid of meeting any¬ 
one. bnt that I may remove the dam to contests which my presence as 
champion now is. When l am out of the way there are dozens of men 
who are good enongh to flghl for my place, and who will fight for it. 

1 step out of the way to stimulate competition and to see who really is 
the next best man, or if there is any one capable of bolding the title of 
Champion of America, for two years only, though I have held It for 
seven years. I do not epeak boastfully, for 1 know that few men have 
bad the chance that I have bad to become expert wing shots. I came 
to a good game section of the country at qnlte an early day and shot 
for market for quite a number of years without meeting any,fleld shot 
that could beat me. _ .... 

1 never would attend a pigeon shoot. But this is bow I came to do It 

Some years ago there used to be a great deal of pigeon shooting at 
.Springfield, 111., and many of the participants would come from there 
to shoot with me lu the field; and as 1 beat them all,they tried to induce 
me to attend pigeon shooting matches. But 1 preferred to keep on shoot¬ 
ing for the market. . _ 

In 1868. R. M. Patcbln was shooting with me, and he was the heat field 
shot I ever euw. Be said if I could ehoot as well before the trap as I 
did in the field I could beat anybody. He said he could not ehoot from 
the trap because he could not shoot before a crowd, and he got me to 
promise to shoot a match for him. I shot 46 out of 50 birds from the 
first plunge trap 1 ever saw, 21 yards rise, 80 yards bouudary. From 
that time till now 1 have held my own against all comers. 

But things have changed. Everyone has now as good a chance to 
practice shooting as I bad then. During the past eighteen months 
glass ball shooting has been growing more and more popular, and It It 
splendid practice for amateurs who shoot oat of my traps aDd accord¬ 
ing to my rules, which will be found in "Field, Cpver and Trap shoot¬ 
ing." 1 take considerable credit for the development of glass hall 
shooting. 1 brought it before the public, studied over it for over a 
year, and got the traps and halls made eo that they would he of some 
use to persons desirous of excelling as wine shots. Thle glass ball 
ehootlug makes a man handle his gun quickly to catch the hall at the 
right time. The trap should be bolted firmly on a plank. To learn to 
shoot well at quarterers there should be three traps set ten yards apart, 
and pulled so as not to know out of which oue the ball is coming, for 
♦bis makes the beet practice. The center trap should throw atroight 
away, and the two outside traps ahonld throw quartering shots hack 


from the shooter, croesiug the center line about 15 yards.trom tho mid 
die trap. Thle method of setting and aslng the traps gives better 
practice for field and wing shooting than any other glass ball shooting 
that can he done. In the first place when you go into the field to ahoot 
yon will get nine out of ten shots either straight away or left or right 
quartering. 

All the glass hall traps that have been pat on the market are direct 
Infringements of my patent. Those that throw a ball hack Into the 
crowd, or any way, are worthless and are no use for practicing. 
Smooth glass balls are my friends. Men who shoot at them have to 
pay the same price for them as for my roagb hall, though they should 
not, as the dealers make more money off of them; then, when a man 
loses a sweepstake by his shot glancing off a smooth ball he swears 
always afterwards to nee the rough ban, for with my rough ball he 
would have won his match, for It la hit and break with them every 
time. . 

And now a last word. I deserve the public patronage. I have up¬ 
held American honor against English cracks: I nave Introduced a new 
means of perfection wing shooting without slaughter, and l have given 
the pabllc the best means of getting this practice, notwithstanding 
many Imitations. If yon can’t get the rough nail at a reasonable price 
from dealers, apply direct to me and 1 will do the best 1 can for yon.

Editor Chicago Field.— With aotne of the best English 
archery scores stowed away In my memory, and with a copy of 
the Foretl and Stream and Jtnd and Gun containing tile latest 
score of the “Oritana Archers,” In my pocket, I went to Inter¬ 
view Borne of the "Wabash Merry Bowmen,” of this place, for 
the purpose of gettlDg a comparison between the target shooting 
of Mr. Maurice Thompson and Mr. Will H. Thompson, and that 
or the best shooters above earned. 

The bcsLEnglish score I could find recorded In the Archer «’ 
ReyisUr was that of Mr. Coulson, the British champion, who died 
last year. The score was equivalent to 178, with 30 arrows, at 
60 yards, on a regulation target. Against this I found a record 
Id favor of Will H. Thompson of 208 at 50 yards, which he ac¬ 
complished October 1st., 1878, at the archery tournament of the 
JDdiaua state exposition, at Indianapolis, this, too, against a very 
strong wlDd. Mr. Thompson has also scored 236 out of u possi¬ 
ble 270 at 40 yards, shooting 80 arrows at a 45-lnch target with 
nine-inch gold. At Kokomo, Indiana, In a private match he
